charities," including the City ilospital, with no 
more success, ontil finally the olBeer was obliged 
to ahelter them in the Polios Station aa thongh 
tbey were rriminalsl 

Of this circumstance, the writer of "Notes 
and Coament" In The Conmerciid Tribane ssy« : 

"After readiiiij the account in yesterday's 
Commercial Tribune about the forced wander 
ings of a blind man and his wife one is com 
polled to blosb for oar fsnsral syatom of ehari 
tie.", which is so strictly hedged about with 'rules 
am! regulations' that the real needy, at leut in 
this case, are compelled to lodge in a station- 
house or in a house of detention. It is all wrong 
and all th# excuses in the world will not con- 
vince me to the contrary. 

"The hotels, in all probability, are altogether 
justified. We know that they are crowded, aad 
in addition we know that the blind are not ex- 
cluded if tbey have money to foot the neces- 
sary bill After that this eoople, clean, well 
educated, and with money, went from place to 
place and yet tbey f< in ! hc-Uer. Homeless 
and friendless in a i ^ ..> . they were at last 
compelled to play the role of criminals, to stand 
sei &ratinn and to roll and toss in discomfort 
until the dawn of day. 

"And here let me say, the Elks is not dis- 
tinctively a charitable organization and there is 
talk ofljiutting its proj erty L'n the tax dujilicate. 
Vet if this blind and friendless couple had 
dropped into Elks Headqoarters on Friday night 
you can bet your existence they would hav'- 
found shelter, even if one uf the Elks bad been 
compelled to send them to his own home in a 
cab. And more than that, no mention of it 
would have been made. 

"Far be it from me to blame the general run 
of charities. They are grand organizations,but 
for humanity's sake do away with red tape and 
:ron-?!ad rules when cases like this come before 
you. 1 don't care whether the cuople were man 
and wife or net; they were blind, they were 
helpless, they were friendless and they were in 
a Strang city. They should have been taken 
in, even if the employe who violated a rule wa.s 
discharged the next day. Public opinion would 
have forced his reinstatement. Do good aad 
take chances."
